Birth  Rate, 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  the  bijrth  rate  is  12,5  cocrpared  \7ith 
15.8  for  England  and  Wale s^  generally,  this  is  the  crude  birth  rate,  i.e. 
has  not^J5^justcd  according  to  age  and  sex  distribution  of  population.  The 
fact  for  instance  that  about  2,000  populate  the  Galdcrstones  Mental 
Hospital  and  arc  included  in  the  iDopulation  of  the  Clithcroe  Rural  District 
makes  the  birth  rate  appear  less  than  it  w'ould  be  if  the  Clithcroe  Rural 
District  had  a more  normal  population. 

The  post  ^7ar  peak  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  v/as  20. 5«  After 
that  there  \7as  a gradual  decline,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  state  that  a 
fairly  stable  level  of  nettability  has  novv  been  reached  and  that  the  level 
of  the  birth  rate  phich  has  apparcntlsr  stabilised  is  high  enough  for  the 
replacement  of  the  population  - that  is  when  the  children  now  being  bom 
have  grown  up  they  will  constitute  the  same  number  of  adults  of  child 
bearing  age  as  there  are  in  the  i^opulation  at  the  present  time. 

Still  Births. 


It  will  thus  be  seen  that  over  the  past  5 years  the  Still  Birth  Rate 
has  been  vcr5r  low.  Throughout  the  country  generally  there  has  been  a gradual 
decline  in  still  birth  rates  during  the  pa.st  15  years  but  the  slow  rate  of 
recent  progress  provides  little  ground  for  satisfaction. 

Death  Rate. 


People  arc  living  so  much  longer  that  it  is  likely  that  by  1993  whilst 
the  proportion  of  persons  of  -vTorking  age,  I5  to  6A.  year's  will  continue  as  at 
present  to  constitute  about  two-thirds  of  the  total,  there  v^ill  in  due  course 
be  almost  as  many  people  aged  65  and  over  as  children  under  I5.  This  continuing 
tcndancy  for  the  population  to  contain  more  elderly  and  fev/er  young  persons 
must  give  rise  to  a number  of  social  arid  medical  problems,  to  which  increasing 
attention  is  ncriT  being  given.

Looked  at  in  another  way  the  expectation  of  life  of  a baby  born  in  1954 
was  about  67  3’’c-ars  for  a boy  and  72  years  for  a girl  v/hercas  the  figures  for 
1880  were  boys  41  years,  girls  45  years  and  in  1912,  boys  52  years,  girls  55 
years  and  in  1932,  boys  59  years,  girls  65  years. 

Roughly  speaking  a child  born  now  is  lilcely  to  live  15  years  longer  than 
a child  bom  in  19IO,  This  advance  would  seem  in  iDa.rt  due  to  advances  in 
public  health  measures  and  pajrtly  to  the  better  conditions  of  life  generally. 

Infant  Mortality. 


The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  generally  regarded  as  a fairly  reliable 
index  as  to  the  health  of  the  people.  Our  average  figvire  of  12  deaths  to 
every  1,000  births  corparcs  very  favourably  \7ith  the  average  of  29.2  for 
England  and  Wales  generally  but  when  we  remember  that  this  figure  was  not 
29»2  out  55*3  in  the  period  average  193^  "•  1940  v/c  see  there  have  been  great 
advances  in  the  care  of  infants  even  since  1936  - 40.  The  care  of  health 
visitors,  the  provision  of  cheap  milk  and  free  vitamins  and  immunisation 
schemes  doubtless  all  have  a part  to  play  in  this. 


-Although  as  stated  great  success  has  attended  the  campaign  to  reduce 
deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life  nothing  like  this  success  has  attended  efforts 
tc  reduce  the  death  rate  in  the  first  month  of  life  (Nco-NataJL  Death  Rate), 

^■d  the^Still  Birth  Rate.  However  this  hard  core  is  being  tackled  with 
increasing  effort  and  there  is  some  little  ir^rovenent  being  shown. 
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B.  GEl'ZBJdj  PROVISIOr^  OF  HEi>LTH  SERVIGE'S, 


The  Lejicashirc  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority  mintains  a 
cop-prehensive  range  of  Services  - including  i\ntc-Natal  clinics,  Child  YT’clfarc 
clinics  and  School  licdical  services  - KedicaJL  and  Dental.  A spcach  theropist 
also  visits  the  vicinity  and  there  is  provision  for  Child  Guidance. 

General  Hospital  Services  arc  provided  bj'’  the  Regional  Hospital  Soard 
in  Blackburn,  Accrington,  Preston  and  Burnley,  There  is  also  access,  where 
required,  to  Ivlanchcster , Liverpool  and  other  Hospitals. 

Provision  is  Tx.de  for  Iviatcrnity  Cases  at  Brarlcy  Meade , I’Thalley, 

Queen's  Pank  Hospital,  Blackburn,  and  Preston  Ro3ral  Infirraary,  Should  it 
be  norc  convenient,  nuaal  district  patients  arc  at  liberty'’  to  attend  the 
Child  .'clfarc  Clinic  at  Clitheroc  Castle  and  the  class  for  Relcjsation  and 
PxercisCB  for  Expectant  Mothers  both  held  V;eekl3^  also  the  Tnontlily  Antc- 
La.tal  Clinic.  All  these  clinics  will  be  transferred  to  Dasthora  House, 

Eshton  Terrace,  Clitheroc  sonctir.ie  in  The  cliiub  to  the  present 

prcp-ises  at  Clitheroc  Castle  ha.s  long  been  resented  by  pron-pushing 
mothers  and  the  fomer  Nurses  Hone  in  Eshton  Terrace  vail  prove  a benefit. 

During  the  3^ar  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  ha.s  been  begun  at  Branley  Meade 
Matemitj"  Hospital,  Eballey.  This  is  conducted  by  a.  Consulting  Obstetrician 
from  the  BLackbum  Group  of  Hospitals  and  is  held  twice  a month. 

Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blackburn  is  available  for  Infectious  Diseases  cases. 

The  Anbularcc  Service  is  provided  hy  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Bladkburn  and  East  Lancashire 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  These  laboratory  facilities 
arc  also  used  b3’-  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area. 

The  weekly  Pathological  Clinic  held  in  Clitheroc  through  the  kind 
offices  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Clitheroc  Nursing  Association  \ms  discontinued 
at  the  end  of  195A  end  arrangements  T/crc  made  for  a Sub-Laboratory  to  be 
opened  at  the  Clitheroc  Hospital  in  January  1955*  This  will  be  conducted 
by  Dr.  Spfftk,  Pa.tholcgist  to  the  Bla.ckbum  Group  of  Hospitals.  It  will  be 
situated  in  a small  suite  of  roor.is  at  the  far  end  of  the  hospital  buildings 
and  be  open  ca.ch  Wednesday  morning. 

Bacteriological,  Pathological,  Chemical  and  Blood  cxcaninations  v/ill  be 
underta-ken  and  local  doctors  will  be  at  liberty  to  refer  Rural  District 
patients  there  for  any  necessary  tests  thus  saving  reference  to  more  distant 
hospital  centres.  The  extensive  service  now  provided  will  be  much 
appreciated. 

Physiotherapy  Centre,  Clitheroc.  This  centre  vra.s  opened  in  March,  1954- 
at  52,  Ring  Street,  Clitheroc  under  the  auspices  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Clithcroe  Nursing  Association  vith  considerable  support  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  '.'rballcy  and  District  Nursing  Association  and  is  a.vailablc  to  any 
patients  in  the  Rural  District  requiring  treatment.  It  is  not  a paart  of 
the  National  Health  Service  and  so  a.  smal].  charge  has  to  be  made  for 
treatment.  The  centre  is  in  charge  of  a Trained  Physiotherapist  and 
insistent  and  provides  for  the  usual  treatments  - Txssagc,  remedial 
exercises,  diothcrr.iy,  infra-red  and  sun-ray  &c.  Cases  arc  referred  by 
their  ovn  doctor  and  again  it  is  helpful  that  patients  need  not  travel 
to  distant  hospital  centres  for  trcatijcnt  and  that  doctors  can  provide 
continuity  of  treatment. 

A dor.iiciliajay  physiotherapy  service  would  be  of  benefit  for  bed-fast 
and  housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  anca,  but  shortage  of  staff  and 
rnney  a.i-pcans  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

Consideration  of  Old  People's  Welfare  vn.s  considered  by  the  Council 
d’oring  the  yerx  but  it  wa.s  felt  that  generally  any  necessary  help  is  provided 
by  the  kindness  of  neighbours  and  by  the  Home  Help  Service  Scheme  of  the 
L'ncashirc  County  Council. 

/'n  Old  Pecrplc'a  Club  was  opened  in  Lowcrga.tc,  Clithcroe  in  October,  1954 
'nd  a.  feva  old  people  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  district  make  use  of  this 
nooial  centre.

Divtheria. 


It  is  of  interest  that  there  vvere  only  23  deaths  from  diptheria  in  1953 
in  ajod  'ales  compared  ■with  2,3^2  in  1932.  There  is  a tendency  for 

parents  to  be  lax  about  diphtheria  irm-iunisation’,  thus  throughout  Enr^land 
and  ales  ^'cncrally  it  is  no\/  thour^ht  that  less  than  half  of  the  age  r^oup 
5 to  Mi.  ore  imunc  to  diphtheria.  So  manj^  mothers  noviad.Tys  have  never  seen 
or  contacted  a case  of  diphtheria  and  therefore  have  not  the  fear  of  the 
disease  their  mothers  had.  But  here  again  the  price  of  freedom  from  the  discaj 
'3  constant  vigilance. 

Df  atho  from  diphtheria  ore  no\;  greatly  outnumbered  b3''  deaths  from
